KEANE HITS 
QUARANTINE 

ONPRODUCE
Says Ban On California 

Products Is Un­ 
necessary

foot and month disease is prevalent 
in most parts of the world today.

North America (oxceptini? Califor­ 
nia) and Australia are froo from this 
disease.

In its endeavors to prevent its Intro­ 
duction into Hie United States our 
government prohibits the importation 
of animals from infected countries. 
No nther restrictions are Imposed, 
with the possible exception of hide 
disinfection. Fven fresh meats are 
permitted to enter this country. (Note 
the unrestricted shipment of fresh 
meat from Argentine.) Dairy prod­ 
ucts, fruits and similar 'agricultural 
products are not given the slightest 
consideration in such quarantines. As 
a matter ot fact, such products from 
Infected countries have entered and 
are now entering this country without 
uny objection from Individual states 
or the federal government. In other 
words, California is being subjected 
to restrictive quarantines that, with 
the same reasons for their Imposi­ 
tion, are not inflicted on foreign 
countries.

During the existence of tlje ex­ 
tensive outbreak of - foot and mouth 
disease in the United States in 1914-15 
California's quarantine only applied 
to livestock and poultry. No other 
objection was raised against the ship­ 
ment of any other material or agri­ 
cultural products Into the state from 
any of the, twenty-one Infected states. 
As a matter of fact, the state veter­ 
inarian of California called a meeting 
of officials of western states in San 
Francisco at that time. A uniform 
state quarantine regulation was adopt­ 
ed, which was put Into force in the 
majority of the western states.

Neither in the discussion or final 
enactment of this basic quarantine 
was anything other than livestock, 
chickens, hay, forage and packing ma­ 
terial considered.

Never before were agricultural prod­ 
ucts, other than hay, straw, forage 
and similar materials, considered as 
sufficiently dangerous to be included 
in quarantine regulations to prevent 
s-pread of foot and mouth disease.
